Reochs- 
fuhrer Adolf Hitler Impliedly pre­ 
dicted the doom of democracy in a 
rousing address Monday night at 
the closing session of the Nazi par­ 
ty convention. 
Thouands of der fuhrer’s follow- 
ers, who witnessed for the first time 
since Germany broke with the Ver­ 
sailles treaty an exhibition of the 
nation’s 
new 
military 
prowess, 
cheered his statements. 
“If other states have not yet de­ 
cayed.’ Hitler told his listeners, “the 
fact that they rest on democracy 
does not prove our authority and 
principle are wrong, but rather that 
historical processes take time.’’ 
Wild cheers greeted this asser­ 
tion: 
“Not 
economists, 
nor 
business 
leaders, nor professors, nor thinkers, 
nor artists saved Germany,** he said, 
“but exclusively the political soldiery 
of our party." 
H itler announced the supremacy 
of the party over state officialdom, 
saying: "Our party must make cor­ 
rections if the state apparatus does 
not function, in accordance with 
party principles," and demanded un­ 
questioning obedience from all G er­ 
m ans to the nazi party’s decisions.

MUNITIONS DATA 


Invest teal int: What It Would 
Cost IT. S. to Own and 
Opera! * Factories. 


Washington. Sept. 17 <AP).—The 
. enate munitions committee Monday 
revealed that it was inquiring into 
how much it would cost the govern­ 
ment to own and operate plants to 
build 
ships, 
airplanes and 
other 
weapons of warfare. 
Committee officials said this was 
the purpose of inquiries now being 
made by a group of expert ex­ 
aminers of the Interstate commerce 
commission into the books and rec­ 
ords of shipbuilding, airplane and 
arms concerns. 
Concerns Not Identified 
The specific concerns whose books
